Coiumbia Broadcast for publishing a series of books dealing with world cias- 
sics. This series will be published in Arabic by Franklin Publications, Inc., 
Egypt. Mr. Abbas M. al-’Akkad, the Arab famous scholar, with Mr. Osmen 
Nuyyah, Mr. Sarwat Abaza, and Mr. Hasan G. al-’Arousi, will supervize the 
Arabic series, which will appear shortly in the market. 

Wider Markets for Arabic Books; (Second contribution in the series of «the Art 
and Trade of Publishing»). This article reviews, in detail, the efforts made 
by the Government of U.A.R., represented by five members from the Higher 
Council of Arts and Literature, and some delagates representing the publi- 
shing trade, for opening wider markets for Arabic books. The main theme 
in the discussions of the Committee through a year and a half has been 
around the following points : (a) the difficult acquisition of printing paper, 
especially that of good quality, (b) the higher postal rates, (c) the complica- 
tions in Customs procedures, (d) the barriers existing against the despaich 
of books to some certain countries, (e) the restrictions existing against the 
travel of publisher abroad, and lastly (f) the necessity of establishing a 
publishers’ union. 

Many resolutions have been taken to overcome problems, the most impor- 
tant are : 

(1) Allowing the goods exchange system with the countries that do not per- 
mit the exit of currency. (2) Convening with Arab countries, through Arab 
League, for setting up a system such as that of UNESCO coupons. (3) Chan 
ging part of the fund allotted to some Diplomatic agencies abroad, into 
books instead of money, (4) Defining 2 minimum annual rate of Dooks exports 
in the cultural egreements between U.A.R. and other countries. (5) Broa- 
dening the responsibilities of the U.A.R. cultural centres abroad, so that they 
can cooperate with commercial attachés for realising wider circulation of 
Arebic books. (6) facilitating the establishment of trade centres for the dis- 
tribution and circulation of Arabic books. (7) Directing the attention of 
publishing centres in the country to promote the type of books that are most 
suitable for other importing countries according to the nature of demand. 
(6) the establishment of a publishers’ union. (9) Arranging the process of 
granting paper import licences so that every publisher can obtain what he 
actually needs. (10) Solving Customs problems. (11) Printing on the cover 
ef each book its price in local currency. (12) Lengthening the period for the 
drawback of book materials. (13) Using statistical data in defining the 
amounts of paper which will be imported annually. (14) Allowing Egyptian 
publishers to pass in with the amounts of money they get from their custo- 
mers abroad. (15) Decreasing postal rates on book parcels. 

These resolutions are now under consideration by the concerned Depart- 
ments of the Government. As to the Union of Arab Publishers, a prelimi- 
nary draft of its constitution has been prepared. The full details will be 
aiscussed next issue.
